The battle occurred in the

morning of Nov. D, 18114, the Ameri 
cans having been notified of the at 
tack by a. friendly Indian who had es 
caped from Fort 
Talladesa, in th 
guise of a hog, he having 
encase 
himself in a hog skin and run severa 
miles to meet the troops of Gen. Jack 
son.The troops entered Talladega from 
the north side of the city, the roac 
still bearing the name of Jackson' 
Trace. 
The generals aiding Jacksoi 
were Coffee, Bowie and other notef 
Indian fighters. The principal street 
of Talladega to this day bear thi 
names of men in the conflict. 
The Indians left more than 200 deac 
on the field, and it was supposed they 
had as many wounded. About a scor 
of Americans, including three officers 
were slain. 
By their defeat the In 
dians forever lost their supremacy ii 
this section. 
After the battle the.

York, Nov. S.—Eggs are so 
scarce in New Rork that dealers have 
put up the retail price to 75 cents a 
dosen for the best quality and pros- 
pe(cts are that they will go from three 
to five cents a dozen' higher.

'Ception of the Church in the mind of 
'God, as an invisible organism which 
ionly God can see; in the second main 
division, the Church aa a visible or- 
ganization, such as the world can see. 
•The bringing together of -these two 


i thoughts is the sum total of the mes- 
,sage of this book. 


Under the conception of the Church 


'we have presented to use first from 
|tne divine side, the Church as it was 
jln the mind of God, just as the plans 
;and specifications of a building are in 
'the mind of the architect before a sin- 
jgle stone is laid (1:3-14). 
Second, 


;from the human side: The conception 
jof the Church as it should be in the 
imind of the Chruch itself (1:15-23). 
(This division takes the form of a 
jprayer to the Father that the Church 
,man consciously realize and appre- 
'ciate this divine conception. The ob- 
;ject of the prayer is threefold: That 
^believers may know what is the hope 
'of their calling; what the riches of the 
[glory of God's inheritance 
in 
his 


isaints; and what the exceeding great- 
;ness of his power in those who be- 
'lieve, which power is illustrated in 
!the resurrection 
and 
exaltation of 


Ijesus Christ. 


i Having briefly considered the con- 
iception of the Church, 
let us • now 


iglance for a moment at its construc- 
ition, the account of which we find in 
.chapter 2:1-22. 
Note here the de- 


iscription of the material out of which 
;the Church is formed, and how this 
[material is described (2:1-12); dead iu 
jsin, children of wrath, ruled by Satan, 
'fulfilling the desires of the flesh, with- 
'out Christ and hopeless, afar off with- 
ioiU God, and strangers to the covenant 
>of promise. 


The Church is now conceived of as 
:a-spiritual structure (2:20-22). Jesus 
iChrist, the apostles and prophets are 
:lts chief corner-stone and foundation. 
.Each believer is a living stone in the 
living temple; each aggregation of be- 
lievers also constitutes a dwelling 
.place of the Spirit. 


The next great point to be consid- 


ered is the Constituency of the Church, 
'which in set forth in chapter 3:1-21. 
;In thfs chapter are set forth the per- 
•sonal relations existing between the 
writer and his readers. In the same 
connection is declared the kind of 
.people out of which the Church is con- 
'structed, not, however, as to the in- 
dividual, as in chapter 2, but with re- 
'gard to the two great divisions of man- 
kind: Jew and Gentile. 


Tie second division of the book, 
:namely; the 
earthly 
walk of 
the 


^Church (chapters 4-6), is presented to 
us in the following fourfold way: 


First—There is the walk of the 


'Church, which should be a united walk 
(4-1-16). 


The graces that maintain unity are 


described as meekness, lowliness, long- 
suffering, forbearance, love (4:1-3). 
Then those fundamental unities on 
-which the unity is based are describ- 
ed: one body, one Spirit, one calling, 
•one Lord, one faith, one baptism, one 
•God who is over all, through all, in all 
•(4:4-6). 
The fact is further empha- 


isized that the unity 
which 
should 


Icharacterize the Church is not mo- 
inotony, but consists in a diversity of 
igifts (4:7-11). Here are described the 
'various gifts and offices In the posses- 
sion of the membership of the Church, 
*11 of whict are bestowed by the Di- 
.-vine Spirit. The end and aim of these 
gifts is set forth in 4:13-16—they are 


• all to be used for the building up of 


the body of Christ. 


Second—God would have the world 


see not only a united Church, but also 
an -unblameabla membership (4:17— 
5:21), so he portrays to us vividly the 
walk of the individual believer, which 
should be characterized 
by 
purity, 


•and consistent with his profession in 
Christ. The old 
lifo is described; 


then the new life, first in general, sec- 
ond then in detail is set before us in 
glowing terms. 


Third—God would have the world 


-see an ideal family life (5:22—5:9). 
The walk 
of the Christian 
family 


.should be one of reciprocal love and 
•willing service for each other. 
Here 


•are set before -as the relation of hus- 
band and wife; parents and children; 
.masters ancj servants. 


Fourth—The dynamic power for the 


realization of these ideals is rescribed 
:in 6:10-18. The Christian must put 
.on the whole armor of God, which is 
ihere delineated piece by piece. Thus 
armed, victory is certain. 


The Epistle concludes with a re- 
quest for prayer by the apostle and 
rwith final salutations, 6:19-24.

The Circus 
Business

From the middle seventies along to 
about eighty-one with the Burr Rob- 
bins show was a man by the name of 
John R. Moocley, whose nom de plume 
was Diabola, the Fire King. 
"1Mb," 
as he was known in show business, 
made the concert- announcements in 
the big show, did Ids fire eating act 
in both the concert and the side show. 
and also his lightning change act. in 
which he was known as the man with 
fifty faces. 
Dib was the most useful 
man in Jiis line of work that I ever 
knew and was always on the job. He 
always had a kind word and a smile 
for everybody. This was in the wagon 
show days and on many a dark and 
rainy night while passing Did on the 
road he always had a word of cheer 
for everyone. 
It was back in the fall of '7S after 
the close of the Burr Robbing Show 
that Dib and I got together and de- 
cided to start on the road with a hall 
show. 
I was to be contractor and 
business manager and Dib was to eive 
the show. This war; before the da.ys 
of moving pictures or museums or 
tfhep.p shows of any kind. We decided 
.that $4 would be our limit for the halls 
that.we would hire in the 
smaller 
towns and the advertis'ng would con- 
sist of small dodgers. We would only 
till the town two or three days ahead 
and then I would go back and sell 
the tickets and the owner of the hall 
woul'd take them and Dib would run 
the show. 
We opened at Milton Junction to a 
good house for that kind of an inex- 
pensive show and it seemed to please 
the people fairly well. From there we 
went -co Olc! Milton -and Whitewater, 
Clinton Junction and then down into 
a few of the smaller towns in north- 
ern Illinois. 
We showed in a. small town one 
evening to a fair business, but the 
hotel was a bad one. We had a very 
cold room and about the- same kind 
of a breakfast and by this time-the 
business did not lopk any too good 
to me. 
There was a small room off of the 


office and about 9 o'clock in tiie morn- 
ing Dib and I went into this room to 
talk over the advisability of going any 
farther. 
We had 
just 
commenced 
talking over business when the land- 
lord appeared and seemed to be anx- 
ious to know what was going on. Dib 
took a look at him and said, "Land- 
lord, we came in here to talk over the 
advisability of taking this show south 
for the winter, and we would like to 
be left alone." The landlord excused 
himself and started out, but just as 
he got to the door he turned half 
•way round and said, "Well, I woujd 
think you had better, take it some- 
where." 
. .. 
: 


I said to Dib that I thought we were 
carrying too many people. with the 
show to make any money and that I 
thought I would start for Janesvillc. 
Dib said he would go on a few days 
longer, bill the show one day and 
show the next and a little later he 
would run into Janesville for the win- 
ter. 
This he did and made in a few 


• days something like $90 or $100 and 
did all the work and gave the show 
himself. But it would take more than 
this kind of a show to satisfy the 
people even at the low price of fif- 
teen cents admission, for it is possible 
DOW to see some good shows for that 
price. 
And this was the only time 
that I ever was in the show business 
as one of the proprietors. 
Frequent mention of Joe 
Hepn's 
writings, which are a feature of The 
New York Clipper, has been made in 
this column. For the benefit of those 
who do not know who .Toe Hepp is, I 
am proud to announce that he is none 
other than Warren A. Patrick, for- 
merly a resident of Janesville, and 
who obtained his early 
newspaper 
schooling in Janesville 'prior to 18f)5, 
when he joined the Ringliner Bros. 
World's Greatest Shows as auditor. 
As a matter of fact, I was largely 
instrumental in starting "Pat" off on 
his circus career, which extended over 
a period of twelve years. 
Leaving the white' tops, after having 
been 
identified 
with a number of 


America's leading 
tented 
aggrega- 
tions, Pat embarked in the amusement 


journalistic field. 


And now, writing under the nom de 


plume of "Joe Hepp" his department 
in The New York Clipper, America's 
oldest amusement journal, which is 
looked upon as an autnority by show 
people in every branch of the business 
throughout the world, 
Patrick 
has 
built up a following which must be 
most gratifying to him and to the pub- 
lication of which he is the western 
manager. 


In devoting a few lines to Warren 
A. Patrick, I would fall short of my 
duty did I not at this time state that 
he was the founder of the Showmen's 
League of America., of which he is 
tlie secretary, an organization which 
includes in its membership the bright- 
est minds in the tent show field o£ 
this country. 
Colonel W. F. Cody 


(Buffalo Bill) is the president, and 
Colonel Charles W. Parker of Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, is the treasurer. 
In the realm of entertainments, in 


many of its branches, Jauesville has 
played an importnnt part in furnish- 
ing men of ability. Modesty precludes 
extended mention of what 1 have done 
in the circus field, but I grasp this 
.opportunity to give Warren 
A.- Pat- 
rick due credit for the part he has 
played in the amusement business of 
America. 
As is well known his writings cir- 


culates 
throughout 
the 
universe, 
wherever 
entertainment is offered.- 
and Joe Hepp's department is one of 
the most interesting features pub- 
lished. 


I have the honor of being a charter 
member of The Showmen's league of 
America, and I thoroughly appreciate 
what a wonderful work this organi- 
zation will perform. Long after War- 
ren A. Patrick has passed out, the 
name of Joe Hepp will linger in the 
minds of the tent show people, apt! 
h,'s fellow-townsmen here will rejoice 
in the part he- has played towards the 
uplift, of the amusement business, and 
the care of indigent showmen who 
spent their lives in active service en 
the tent show lots.

Lobster in Cream Sauce.—In places 


where fresh lobsters are plenty, this 
will be a change from the usual ways 
of serving it. Boil the lobster in the 
shell, and then remove the meat and 
cut it in bits. Add the lobster meat 
to a rich white sauce, and just before 
serving squeeze a little lemon juice 
overj the dish. • 


Sausage Omelet.—Beat five eggs un- 


til light, add a finely chopped onion, 
a small green one preferred; add a 
heaping 
tablespoonful of chopped 


Fjnoked harfl or liver sausage. Season 
with salt and pepper and put into a 
hot omelet pan. 


English Tea Cakes—Beat two eggs 


and add a cup of powdered sugar, beat 
well, add a hal.f teaspoon of almond 
extract, a cup of flour and a teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder, mixed together, 
with a quarter of a teaspoonful of salt. 
Beat until smooth and then add a half 
cup of scalding hot milk. 
Bake in.

Sponge Cake—When we consider 


the price of butter and the yet reason- 
able price of eggs, though they are 
soaring, a sponge cake is not an ex- 
travagant one to prepare. Five eggs, 
one cup of sugar, one cup of flour, a 
teaspoonful of baking powder.

all days before a business desk, type- 
writer, or work-table. 
One of the best best means of cor- 
recting fatigue is Long, deep breath- 
ing. 
If the weariness be mental, the 


muscles have not been used, the deep 
breathing 
will help carry 
off tlie 
waste products 
by increasing 
tiie 
circulation. 
Three or four minutes will enable 
one to take, 
inconspiclously, 
these 
exercises that 
will put to rout list- 
lessness, and dullness. 
Here are three different breathing 
exercises that may be taken at one's 
desk, quietly, 
without 
observation 


and will be found 
very 
beneficial. 
The first: Sit quietly erect with the 
back pressed close against the chair 
back, with the feet resting squarely 
on the floor, hands down at the side 
of the body, 
chest 
high and 
chin 
slightly elevated. Draw in the breath 
slowly, the slower thfi better, ar. !.:re 
same time -clenching the hands tight- 
ly. 
While inhaling count ten, hold 
the breath 
counting 
ten; exh.ile 
slowly, also 
corintinc ten. In 
this 
exercise raising the a"nns will greatly 
increase the benefits 
of the exercise, 
but as it will attract undue attention, 
it is wise to'leave that part out. 
The 
second: 
Place 
both hands 
clasped behind the neck, keep the el- 
bows well back and inhale slowly, if 
possible, stretching the legs under, the 
desk or table. Count ten while inhal- 
ing, while, holding the 
breath (and 
while exhaling. This is simp'y the 
position taken in an .ordinary yawn, 
so it will not attract attention. 
The third: Clasp the hands behind 
at the waist-line. Raise 
the chest 
and breathe in slowly, 
counting ten. 
At the same time clasp the hands to- 
gether hard, get the shoulders as Dir 
back as possible and forcibly stretch 
the arms downward. Hold tlie breath 
while counting five, then re'ax and 
exhale, counting' ten. This is a splen- 
did exercise for the arms and shoul- 


ders. 


The above 
little 
exercises when 
seen in print may look complicated, 
to some they may look foolish; but 
if you just try them .out, you will be 
amply repaid' for the time spent in s'o- 
ing through these paragraphs and fol- 
lowing directions. 
Physical culture in 'a mild form, is 
as fine a thing as we ha.ve to draw 
health and good spirits from. 
If we 
mothers would teach it to our chil- 
dren, we would have better tempered, 
cheerier babies. 
To satisfy yourself 


,of the truth 
of this assertion 
just 
stand in front 
of an 
open window, 
first thing in thesmoining and breathe 
deeply, holding your breath as long 
as possible each time. 
Then stand 
up and raising your arms above your 
head bend slowly to the floor without 
bending your 
knees. 
Sounds easy? 
Try it! At first you will be lame and 
sore, but if you 
persist 
in it, 
you 


will bid good-bye to all stiffness, and 
your general 
health will improve; 
also your general outlook 
.on sjife— 


which is about as important as your 
health; for often these little ills that 
we complain of are imaginary; can 
be ousted by a bit of judicious exer- 
cise.
